all the legislatures In the world. The 
house of commons is not an Ideally 
democratic. Institution, but It is most 
sensitive to the public will, and It Is 
chosen^under conditions of political 
purity not approached in any other 
country, 


The suffrage in England is not wh«t 


Americans would consider democratic. 
•Ince a complicated system of property 
qualifications, varying in different sec- 
tions, is Imposed; and since land hold- 
ers may vote In every constituency 
where they own property. The lim- 
ited suffrage which shuts out the very 
poor and the plural suffrage which 
gives- the very rich many votes, as well 
as the fact that the constituencies are 
arranged without due regard to popu- 
lation, constitute the chief faults of the 
British parliamentary electoral system. 


But the corruption and indecent pol- 


itics which disgraces the election* in 
many other countries, and In many 
parts of the United States, is almost 
entirely unknown here. This purrty of 
elections is secured by what la known 
aa the corrupt practices act, an out-

The broom makers are forced to pay the farm* 


era a greater price for the product %-eause. If 
they did not. the farmer would turn his energies 
(o raising "those other commodities such as wheat, 
corn, etc., which he can raise with lets risk and 
labor," since the farmer ia, naturally, going to 
raise, ^whatever he can .get the most money for. 
Therefore, the raising of the price Of flour, by 
the flour trust. Of Of corn, by the1 eortT trust 
means that sooner .or later, by pressure on the 
farmers in the way mentioned, prices of many other 
commodities will Increase. 


Just what the entire results of this economic 


tendency will be, no one has as yet ventured to 
predict, but the fact remains that hovs.it Ivqi 
must not only begin to economise on their use of 
meat and flour, but must also be careful of the
